For more than nine hours, 
shells fell io residential lis- 
tricts of the Christian and 
Muslim sectors of the city as 
Syrian mortars opened up on 
cast Beirut from the 28-storey 
Mur Tower, a thin, grey-painted 
unfinished office. block that 
dominates the skyline in the 
centre of the city. 

By tonight, police and hos- 

pital officials were reporting 
that 20 people tad been killed 
and more than 100 wounded. 
Several people died when a 
shell hit the Riviera beach 
while they were sunbathing 
baside the Mediterranean. 
„ This new outbreak of fighting 
is particularly serious since a 
1 lessening of tension across the 
Beirut frout line—~leadins to a 
gradual disengagement of forces 
—was part of the framework in 
which Lebanese political leaders 
were supposed to have discussed 
a renewed national entente, The 
truce was itself part of the 
Arab League formula for with- 
drawing Syrian units around the 
besieged Christian town of 
Zahle, an Operation that was 
in line with the efforts of Mr 
Philip Habib, Mr Reagan’s 
Middle East envoy, to resolve 
the Syrian-Israeli crisis.

The change is provided for in 
„the Transport Bill, now before 
Parliament and almost certain 
to receive the royal assent in 
July. According to ths critics, 
the use of breath wmıachines at 
police stations raises several 
questions which the Gorern- 
ment has not adequately 
answered. Until it does, public 
confidence may be undermined. 

The Government argues that 
the introduction of ‘breath test 
machines at the police station 
will hare clear advantages, Ir 
will do ãway with the need to 
call our police doctors—often in 
the middle af the night—and 
take up less police time. İt wil] 
be fairer to motorigts, who will 
know the result immediatelr 
and not have to wait several 
weeks for a laboratory analysis. 
And ir will be particularly wel 
come to those peoplc who fear 
the needle and dislike giving 
blood. 

Mr Norman Fowler, the 
Transport Secretary, has rc- 
peatedly maintained that the 
breath test machinés have been 
extensively tested by Govern. 
ment scientists adhd give acclü- 
rate readings, but thar eren so 
the propos rew procedure 
contains important safeguards 
for the motorist, 

One complicating factor, ad- 
mitted on both sides, is that 
blood and breath tests do rot 
necessarily gire the same read. 
img, lt depends on the in- 
dividual’s physiological make- 
up. A breath test may show a 
driver to be over the limit and 
a blood test show him under— 
and the other way round. 

Under the present system, 
based on blood analysis, the 
legal limit is 80 milligrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
blood, The equivalent for breath 
analysis has been fixed at 35 
micraogrammes of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of breath. But

Doxiadis. 


From ‘3957, she moved into 
the exacting realm of ımiversity 
teaching. She became a visiting 
lecturer at Harvard, fi orl 
governmeat in the Faculty of 
Arts and Sciences and two 
years later on economics in the 
Graduate School of Public 
A j torn. From ther on 
she gave graduate courses at 
Harvard and Radcliffe in the 
second semester of every year, 
and Carobridge, Massachusetts 
became ber American head- 
quarter. Also from that year 
until 1966, Radcliffe College 
received grants totalling 
$176,000 from the Carnegie 
Endowment for studies by her 
axıd by such research assistants 
as she chose to appoint, of 
economic assistance ro- 
grammeş and national develop- 
ment. These grants paid not 
only for her TiN, and 
teaching work in Cambridge but 
for the large amounts of travel 
amd assistance entailed by so 
vast a programe. Among the 
books which she published 
partly as a result of this 
endowment were India and the 
West; Rich Nations and Poor

The chief area of dispute is 

income measurement. Suppose, 

„ while general. prices are fairly 
stable, I invest £1,000 in assets 
(kilos of goods, or shares in 
ICL, or what you will).

There are two ways in which I 
can measure my profit. 

First, 1 can say that £1,300— 
£10 = £300, so the profit is 

. £300. Secondly, I can say that 
the aiven number of kilos, 
shares, etc would cost £1,300 to 
replace at the time of the sale, 
so my gain is £1,300—~£1,300= 
zero. The new standard opts 
for the latter figure. . 

Whereas the first method 
takes increase in value as its. 
test, the second looks for in 
crease in physical quantity. By 
charging inputs at replacement 
cost, it ignores appreciation. It 
fs usually called currert cost 
accounting (CCA). 

There are several reasons 
why CCA appears more plau- 
sible in practice than in our 
example. For oue thing, the 
facts are seldom so easy to see. 
A firm usually performs 
several functions : it uot only 
holds assets (inputs) but im- 
proves them; thus total gain 
has both _ “holding” and 
*“ operating ” ingredients. 

For instance, if a manufac- 
turer pays £1,000 for raw 
materials he converts them into 
finished goods. Their sale 
revenue may be high enough 
to yield an operating profit 
even if he costs his raw 
materials at a replacement 
price of £1,300. His iucome 
statement must deal with many 
figureş and neglect of the £300 
holding gain will not be 
obvious.
